having transits of the moon, that is when 
it comes between us and the sun, we hare 
totaJ or annular eel I pees. If Mercury were 
as near to us as tbe moon, it would he a 
beautiful sight, and we shtfald have DO 
need of electric lights when It waa full 


All of the planets have a history, and 


that of Mercury la rather Interesting. 
Nobudv knows when it waa discovered, as 
it was recognized as a. wanderer by tbe 
ancient?, and recorded observations of its 
movements have been kept since 2C4 B. C.

though, that if the planet has any air It Is 
much less dense than that of Venus,which 
always showa 'i brilliant ring ot light, 
caused bv atmospheric reflection, when 
It pauses between us and the sun. 


No such ring has ever been noticed 


around Mercury 
But the absence of this 


ring does not necessarily prove that there 
is no atmosphere 
When viewed through 


tbe spectroscope it has been reported that 
Mercury shows distinctly Ihe presence of 
water vapor, uhich, of course, could not 
p^st if there was no air 


But the spectroscope m a powerful In- 


strument, and the atmosphere It reveals 
might easily be too thin to support any 
living creutures with which we are ac- 
quainted. 
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
